Th* Supreme Court has upheld tli« ralidity of the bbnd issue 


Jroted by the people o* Oakland last February for the purchase of 
park sites and the beautifying of parks in this city. Secretary Faucet 
of tfce Board of Works this morning received a, telegram that'the 
Supreme jCowrt, by a unanimww wte, had decided that the bonds are 
valid. 


The decision rendered this morning is the outcome of a friendly 


suit instituted by the city attorney, representing the city, to compel 
the city clerk to sign the bonds. Owing to the fact that there are 
two different acts passed by the Legislature referring to the ac- 
quisition of park sites by cities in California, there was a difference 
of opinion as to how the bonds should be made out 


One of the act* referred to was passed in 1898 and the other in 


1902. City Attorney McElroy decided that the later act.sup;ercedtd 
the former one and made out the bonds in con-formity with the act 
of 1902. In.order to determine whether the city attorney was Cor- 
rect in his opinion, it was decided to submit the matter to the court. 
Accordingly the city clerk was instructed, not to. sign the bonds arid 
mandamus proceedings were instituted by the city attorney to com- 
pel 'his signature, in this way testing the validity of the bonds. By 
a mutual agreement the case was carried direct to the State Supreme 
Court and the decision was returned today.

bonds of supeiytitlous. faith and belief. 


Owsn Wlster put it humorously, bui 


effectively In the "Virginian" when he 
said, "I expect in many growed-up men 
you'd call vendible, there's a little boy 
sleepin'—the little kid that onced was— 
that still keeps hi* fear of the dark." 


Th« conclUBions reached in the volume 


are based upon a classified list of super- 
stitions prepared in the following man- 
ner. 
The work began some ten years 


ago and was carried on chiefly, if no 
altogether, among the young people In 
th* State Normal schools at Los Angele* 
and Chi co. Blank slips of paper were 
passed to the students in the class room 
and they were asked to write out with 
care all the superstitions they knew, re 
lying each upon his or her own memory 
Following the statement of the superstl 
tlon the author was Instructed to indi 
cate one of three things: 
No belief 


partial belief or full belief. In this was 
specimens were gathered from 8T5 stu 
dents, the majority of whom were 
men. 


LARGE COLLECTION. 


The list used by the writer in hi 


pamphlet was made up from this larg 
collection of specimens. They have bee

The author's comments on belief in su- 


perstition*, based upon the statistic! se- 
currd In the preparation of the general 
list, arg most instructive. 
The number 


of separate, specific and reliable confes- 
sions made by 875 different individuals 
was 7176. 
Of these 3*51 are frank «- 


pressions of disbelief, 2132 of partial be- 
tief and 1093 of full belief. 
Combining 


tho?e of partial and full belief we have 
3325 confessions of belief ss against 3951 
of disbelief, or 55.1 per cent of disbelief 
to 44.9 per cent of belief. 
These flgures,.*f course, do notjrefer to 


persons, but to fhe combined confessions 
made on different groups of the whole of 
the superstitions listed. 
The natural in- 


clination, perhaps, would be to regard the 
number of beliefs as an~ exaggeration; 
but against this tendency it must be re- 
membered that the human mind is dis- 
posed to acknowledge its own weaknesses 
and shortcomings very sparingly, so that 
it may safely be said that w« have here 
an underestimate rather than an exag- 
geration of Ifelief in superstitions. 


The result is"," therefore, somewhat dis- 


turbing as indicating the prevalence of 
superstition among those who pass a* ed- 
ucated people, many of whom are at the 
present moment, as graduates of th« nor- 
mal 
schools, 
teachers in our public 


school*. 
We may well conceive that a 
large number of people assume the same 
attitude as that attributed to the bril- 
liant French writer who used the fol- 
lowing words: "I do not believe ill ghosts, 
but I am afraid of them." 


USES OF SUPERSTITION.

Dresslar, has several use*, but he is 
careful to warn the reader that 'the good 
end* which they accomplish might have 
befn attained more profitably in other 
ways.

children.

be noted by way of illustration: "If a 
child whirls a chair around on on* leg 
he will have a whipping before night;

REMEMBERING SUPERSTITIONS. 
Professor TXresslar gives a number of 
reasons as accounting for the fact that 
superstitions are usually easily remem- 
bered: First, they are well adjusted to 
tho memory span, i. e, they are ex- 
iressed in well balanced sentences of 
such length that they can be spoken in 
one breath; second, they contain mate- 
rial -which when presented to the mind 
.a such as to awaken an— instinctive in-. 
terest, thua satisfying a prime condition 
of remembering; third, they are very 
frequently put -into rhymed verse. 
The concluding chapter deals directly 


•with the bearing of superstition on edu- 
cation and educational methods; and in 
this chapter the author draws conclu- 
sions which will unquestionably be of 
interest and value to teachers who must 
of necessity face the problems presented 
by an unexpected prevalence of supersti- 
tious belief on the part of pupils. Among 
these conclusion's the following may be 
Indicated briefly. First, the popular no- 
tion Of what constitutes scientific evi- 
dence is sadly In error — great- masses of 
the people have a very vague conception 
of what is meant by proof. It may be 
observed secondly that we carry about 
u« mental remnants, the result of evo- 
lution from a type of 'mentality far be- 
low the present standard, those ,. rem- 
nants being not only -useless, but sources 
of positive weakness and danger. 
In the third tilace, we must not expect 
the education b'f a few generations to 
eradicate the . habits and methods ac- 
quired during the unnumbered ages of 
Barbarism. No system of education can 
be devised that will reconstruct humanity 
In a decade or even in a century- Fourth, 
we muat endeavor so to shape our mental 
life that our feelings and emotions, like 
our powera of observation and renson, 
will prompt us to worthy and useful be- 
havior. 
Onr chapters of the book have 
reference to questions of what supersti- 
tion essentially is, what the most com- 
mon superstitions are, the ^nental prefer-

The Effort to Intimidate Juries. 


»•« 


Ok Saturday rooming, when the Glas* jury wa» »till out, 


J. Btirns gave out a public statement to the effect, sub- 


Wtantiaily, that any juryman who voted for acquittal would confess 
to being bribed. Yet none knew better than Mr. Burn* that 
tampering with the jury in the interests of the defense had been 
ttnade practically impossible since Burns himself had surrounded 
the jury and all who came in contact with the individual jurymen 
•with an army of spies. During the trial he was constantly hinting 
!«t bribery in a way th*t indirectly accused the attorneys for the 
'defense. As this talk was printed in all the papers, it probably 
reached the jury, as it was intended to do, and doubtless had its 
influence. Obviously the object of making such statements through 
the public press is to manufacture and inflame public opinion and 
'to coerce the jury. 


Yesterday Burns gave out the following statement relative to 


*he Glas* case for publication: 


"I am astounded at the position taken by some of the jurors 


in this case. There are others we expected to act as they did." 


A very caustic comment one of the papers called it. The 


iijurymen were sworn to render a verdict in accordance with the 
law ami the evidence, not to please William J. Burns or anybody 
else. The five men who voted for acquittal are all solid business 
men and reputable citizens in every way. They 
are 
men of 


3>roperty an/1 character, and their standing in the community is 
quite as good as that of any person connected with the prosecu- 
tion. As they possess independent means, the inference of bribery 
is as ridiculous as it is infamous. 
Glass may be guilty, but the 


proofs against him submitted in court left ample room for doubt. 


It also left open plausible ground for a conclusion of absolute 
innocence. However, the purpose is not to argue the case or de- 
fend Glass, but to point out the impropriety and injustice of news- 
papers and professional detectives trying cases out of court and 
attempting to intimidate juries into ratifying verdicts fixed up in 
'advance for them. 


Now who is Burns? A hired detective, drawing an enormous 


tealary from a coterie of persons headed by Rudolph Spreckels. He 
is not a citizen of San Francisco, lie is not a public official—only 
'.a privately paid emissary. From time immemorial the professional 
'detective has been popularly regarded as a sort of assistant to the 
ihangman. His trade inspires a portion of the distrust and aversion 
with which the executioner is regarded. Detectives are necessary 
iaids to justice as sewer-cleaners are necessary to sanitation and 
•public convenience, but their moral character has never been rated 
high nor their statements 
accepted 
without examination and 


•corroboration. They have never been regarded as examplars of 
'Virtue or censors of courts of justice. 


Contrast this comment of Francis J. Heney's with the gross 


insinuations of Burns: 


"I have no comment to make on the action of the Glass jury. 


The independence of jurors in the jury room should be guaranteed 
»bove all other things. It is more important to the American peo- 
ple than the conviction of Louis Glass." 


Mr. Heney lays down, not only the spirit and the letter of the 


law, but the fundamental principle of justice and fair play. 
No 


man can be tried fairly by an intimidated jury or one selected for 
'Was. Who is William J. Burns that he should intrude himself 
into the jury room and attempt to influence verdicts? What is his 
•motive? Whether dictated by the lust of pursuit or- the hope of

ment earnestly to repair. But Congress has been too much 
engrossed witfi other affairs affecting the Atlantic seaboard to give 
the subject that consideration which it properly deserved. Now 
the government realizes that it is "up against the real thing" arid 
is hampered by the past neglect of Congress. It is dawning upon 
the Navy Department that reliance must be placed upon other than 
government docks for adequate facilities, and that there are only 
three docks on the Pacific Ocean which can accommodate the larger 
type of battleships—one in private ownership in San Francisco bay, 
another owned by the British at Esquimalt, B. C, and a third 
located on Subig Bay in the Island of Luzon. 


The situation thus emphasized brings the matter before the 


next Congress in a way that it has never before, been presented 
to it. It is no longer a theory exploited by Pacific Coast newspapers, 
but a condition which circumstances have forcibly developed. We 
can felicitate ourselves that there is no prospect of immediate war 
imperiling the Pacific Coast; but the fact is brought straight home 
to us by the nava-l program that no time can be lost in providing 
for those contingencies which Congressional ignorance and indiffer- 
ence have overlooked or willfully neglected. 
It 
is plain that 


Congress must provide more and larger naval docks than the 
country now possesses on the Pacific Coast, and it is an imperative 
duty which it must perform at its next session.

An Island in Controversy. 
?i 


Catalina Island, which was at one time solely in die ownership 


of the late James tick, 'has been for several years past the storm 
center of a legal controversy relating to the rigfht of the ptrblic to 
land on its shores. When Lick owned the island it was considered 
valuable oirfy as a pasturage for sheep and wild goats, to which it 
was devoted, with the possibility of an existence there of mineral 
deposits in large quantities. In those times, nobody ever visited the 
island except the sheepherders at shearing time. After the property 
passed out of the hands of the James Lick trustees, the town of 
Avalon was laid out for speculative purposes, 
an ideal summer watering place and a few of 
changed 'hands before the Banning Brothers of Wilminjgton bought 
the rest of the island. These few alienated" town lots are the source 
of all the troubles which the Bannings have encountered in their 
efforts to exercise exclusive control of the island since acquiring 
possession.

direct process of a round-trip ferry ticket on a line of steamers 
owned and operated; exclusively by themselves. They dtenied the 
right of any one to land on the island1 without paying tribute to 
them, on the ground that it was private property. They maintained, 
in fact, a police system which effectively excluded trespassers, for a 
number of years. Then the owners of alienated town lotgi began to 
give trouble. These lots fronted on thoroughfares which had been 
laid out for public use. The assumed monopoly of the Bannings 
was finally carried; into the courts. Several years ago it was 
judicially decided that the owners of the alienated! town lots had the 
right to use the streets laid out in the townsite and that the Ban- 
nings had no right to close them. To air intents and purposes this 
made the streets public tJioroughfares. Then a decision was ob- 
tained declaring State ownership of the land lying1 below ordinary 
high watermark, which gave public access to the tide lands along the 
shingled beach of tihe little cove in which Avajon nestles. 


Still rival steamers could not land or embark passengers from 


the State land to the streets of Avalon without^ passing Over private 
property, and drastic measures were employed by the Bantlings to 
>revent trespassing. So the Bannings continued to reap the harvest 
which the ferry steamship monopoly gare them, until a few days 
ago, when a Superior Court decision was rendered' wWch declared 
hat Catalina Island was open to the world and that no person 
could be legally restrained from landing on it. The Avalon wharves 
are, 'however, the private property;of the Bannings and itne landing 
of passengers by other vessels than their own must be made on the 
open-beach. But there is every prospect that the keenest kind) of 
rivalry will henceforth figure in the ferry between Avakm and the 
mainland at Long Beach and Wilmington, as several firms owning 
suitable boats tor the service are combining to cany on the compe- 
tition. Notwithstanding the loss of their monopoly of the transporta- 
tion to and from the island, it will not be surprising, however, 
should the Bannings derive greater profit from the new conditions 
than they did from the old, for they are still owners of the private 
and public utilities, and all the revenue-producing interests on the 
island.

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How to Darn Stockings. 


When buying- stockings get a good quality, fine, soft and of good dy*. 


A good quality of stocking will last much longer than a cheaper grade, 
and will keep In good color and shape if propertly laundered Have plenty 
of clean, warm suds. Be sure they are all right side out. Shake well and1' 
rub out at once, turn and finish rubbing; rinse In plenty of clear water ' 
and her.g by the toes in the shade to dry. Press with a moderate Iron on 
the wrong side after it has been nicely pulled into Bhape. 
Some people , 


object to the ironing, but they are much softer If the feet are Ironed. 


If any holes are found, darn neatly with silk-finished cotton. Put tht> 


hand Inside the stocking, drawing Jt taut, then carofully bar the hole with 
lengthwise stitches. Do not run a thread around ths hole and draw to- 
gether, but take a few stitches Into the stocking beyond the 
hole each 


*ray, always darning them en the wrong side. A well darned stocking is a 
work of art. When a stocking Is past darning it may be cut over for some 
child. Even papa's fine handsome ones make pretty short ones for th« 
children. Take a stocking that fits, iron out shape, also the ones to be 
cut over, put the tops together and pin in place the pattern stocking; then 
cut Into shape. Cut around the heel and follow tho seam to that corner, 
where the sole part goes on, then cut right along to the toe. Cut out th« 
piece for the sole; sew up the bottom part of the heel and bock of the leg 
by hand, and do it backstitch, with silk to match. 
Open the foot,part, 


)lace center of straight side of sole to seam on bottom of heel, and tack to 
position, then sew together around the foot, backstitch until completed, 
and you have a pear of stockings as good as new with a few minutes' 
woqk. I would like to holp some mother with that basketfu* of stocking*.

•went on record as sternly opposed to

Mr. Long did not Indulge in any 
pyrotechnics, or any shaking of the 
proverbial red flag in the face of the 


In * cool, dispassionate address, he 


declared that all the players who have 
already Jumped from the Coast Lea- 
gue will have to stay put. and that 
any man, who follows their load will 
also find himself disbarred from or- 
ganised basrball In the future. 
Mr. Bwln? said in part: 
"I want 
everyone present to know that I have 
no fight to make on the State Lea- 
gue. 
On the contrary, I believe it is 
a good thing for baseball, but when 
a player of the Coast League goes to 
that organisation without the 
con- 
sent of the officials of the 
Pacific 
Coast League, and the Club of which 
member he will be black- 


Coast 
League is not going 
about with a chip on Its 
shoulder 


seeking trouble, but it does not pro- 
pose to lay Idly by and see Its play- 
ers gobbled up. 
"In th* future any player who Jumps 


. from this league to the Coast League 
•will do so at his own peril and Jeop- 
ardy, and the minute he Jumps and 
plays with the State League he will 
be placed on the blacklist. 
"We do not want to be harsh with 


the players of this league, but disci- 
pline is necessary, and it Is the in- 
tention of the Coast League to main- 
tain law and order within its ranks, 
and when it comes to do thfs the cost 
will not be counted. 
"We have desired peace and ami- 


cable relations with the State 
Lea- 
gue, but when that organization goes 
out of its way to disrupt this feeling 
of amity It is not our Intention to 
let the sltgrnt go bv the board. 
"This league thinks that the State 


League la a Rood thing for Pacific Coast 
b*s«ball. and does not propose to make a 
figh'; against that organization.

We do not say that the estoppal of 


racing and fighting In that city was re- 
sponsible for the commercial Impetus, 
but we do say and bold that the stop- 
ping of evil practices, did not stall the 
wheels of progress.• • •
